RELOCATION 
At the Coalition meeting 了 B 记 
Mason of the Redevelopment 
briefed some of the residents who 
live on the present site about their 
rights and explained the procedures 
for relocation. Mrs. Smith of 
Redevelobment said they have .had 
bilingual people contact about 2/3 
of the people in the 43 units of 
mostly single-person dwellings. 
Mason said the selection of a 
sponsor would hopefully be com- 
pleted before mid-December. He 
also said thatthe Coalition would be 
negotiating with redevelopment to 
establish a Priority for relocated 
tenants in the new structure. Mason 
said that the tenants should view 
their relocation as a long-term move 
that wotuld be atthe very least a two-、 
year hiatus. IThe stocktonySacta- 
mento site would be for the elderly 
and for families，and young single 
people displaced could only come 
back under very Special circum- 
stahces. For example, if they could 
be squeezed in a corner room on 3 
fioor of three-bedroom apartments. 
The owner of the largest site ip 
the selected area is the Wilson Bro- 
thers. The21,000 square foot slice of 
land is currently on sale at approx- 
imately $45 per square foot， The 
sellers are Jacob Gould Schurman 
II，Alexander -Wilson II，Frank 
Wilson,， and Claudia Smith Upton. 
The choice of developer will have 
to be apprtoved by HUD，Redevel- 
opment and the Board of Super- 
Visors.

“The lion comes!?” 

Crossing over the Bridqge of One 
Thousand Controversies,， the Can- 
tonese lion dances over and around 
lighted firecrackers. It reaches a 
massive concrete building .and 
climbs the stairs leading past the 


red “China”banner and into the 


third floor of Holiday Inn. There， 
直 glances at about 300 spectators 
before dancing 1p the platform 
stairs- 

On stage, the lion performs along 
with the traditional Chinese man 
in mask and blue costume. Later， 
a comical and bosomly Chinese 
woman appears. The man is tempt- 
ed and chases her，but the 1lion 
Comes to her rescue. 

This was one of the many events 
happening at the Chinese Culture 
Center's grand opening on Thurs- 
day night. 

Starting with a galabenefit (cost- 
ing 忆 100 a plate) on Thursday, an 
invitational preview on Fridqay, and 
cominunity celebrations last week- 
end and this weekend, the center 
has finally opened after years of 
frustration and delay (including 
conflicts with the Chinese Six 
Companies and the $600,000 
bridge，and raising 4400,000 to 
finish the interiors). 

VILLAGE FEST 

The center's celebration centers 
around an ancient and traditional 
village festival offering demonstra- 
tions，exhibits，beverages and 
“diem sum.” 

“We had people to do the re- 
search,” said Peggy Wong，a phar- 
Imacist taking care of the Chinese 
herbs booth. For example, people 
researched the history, the ingredi- 
ents,， and the purpose of some of 
the Chinese herbs, said Wong. The 
information was then typed on 
cards and placed near the herbs. 
Thpere were herbs used as sedatives 
and eVven herbs Used for sex po- 


tency-. 

Scenariums，landscaped in a ter- 
rarium，were exhibited in another 
booth. Miniature trees; mmnountains， 
cliffs，valleys，boats，bridges，cot- 
tages and Pavilions were Used in 
the scenariums，along with tiny 
figures of animals，birds and hu- 
Imnams- 

Near the scenarium booth was a 
replica of a Chinese temple，with 
rugs; altar, fruits,， incense, Chinese 
candles，and 玉 wan Yin，goddess 
of mercy-. - 

JADE CARVING 

In another booth, Shen Tse 玉 oo 
demonstrated jade carving by an 
old method, through the use of.a 
contraption made of wood, metal 
rods，3a leather strip，and rope. 

Koo moves the rod，which 
shapes the jade，by pumping his 
feet up and down on a pulley- 
Skillfully he carves the hard jade 
on the rod. He dips his fingers in a 
slurry of graphite and Carborun- 
dum，an abrasiVe，which he places 
around the rods point and the 
jade- 

“It takes about 25 minutes to 
drill a hole” he saild. 

Almost diagonally across from 
开 oors demonstration booth was 
Wilma Pang，dressed im a pastel 
pink,blue and lightbrown silk cos- 
tume。 了 Pang played the 16-string 
Zither，which she learned in Amer- 
ica- 

“The instruments are from main- 
land China and date back to 210 
B.C,., the time of the Ch'in Dynas- 
ty,” she said，exhibitinag instru- 
ments including a Peking drum， 
bamboo flutes，a three-string lute 
and a butterfly harp. 

Other demonstrations and ex- 
hibits included calligraphy，ceram- 
ics，embroidery，fashions，food， 
kite mnaking, lantern mmaking, paper 
cutting， painting， shadow Play， 
Imasks, opera costumes, tea tasting， 
textile dyeing，toys and games， 


woodblock . printing， wood- 
craftand antiquing, a film by Sum-= 
ner Glimncher on the National 了 al- 
ace Museum of Taipei and slides 
by Dan Chu of scenes and .folk 
arts in the People's Republic of 
China.

China visif 

OTTAWA 一 Prime MinisterT 
Pierre Elliot Trudeau and Mrs. 工 ru- 
deau conciuded a week:s visit to 
China on October 17. He met 
Chairman Mao at Chungnanhai on 
the afternoon of October 13 and 
held a series of talks with Premier 
Chou during his visit. 

The Canadian visitors went to 
the historic city of Loyang to view 
cave-temples, and to the scenic city 
of KKweilin to visit the well-known 
Reed Flute natural cave and the 
Seven Stars Cassia Park.
